RULES OF THE CHETHAM SOCIETY.

0. Thai every member not in arrear of Lis annual subscription, be entitled to a copy of each of the 
works published by the Society. 

6. That tventy copies of each work shall be allowed to the editor of the aama, in addition to the 
one to which he may be entitled as a member.

ri^ H E pecuQiary difficulties of the Government of 
Edward VI. led it to sweep up what remained of 
Church property from the heavy spoliations of former 
years. In 1552 commissions were issued ordering perfect 
inventories to be taken of all manner of goods, plate, jewels, 
and ornaments, belonging to any cTiurches, chapels, frater- 
nities, or guilds, with the names of persons who had been 
known to have acquired any of the property since the date of 
former inventories. The present Part comprises the returns 
of the commissioners for the Salford Hundred, taken from 
the originals in the Record Office, London ; and the returns 
for the Hundreds of West Derby, Leyland, Amounderness, 
Lonsdale, and Furness, completing the volume, will occupy 
Part II. The inventories furnish material additions to the 
ecclesiastical history of the county. The Introduction in 
Part II. will deal with the subject in detail, and make 
acknowledgements to those who have interested themselves 
in the work.

THE Inquisition of tliia important hundred was entnuted to the oara of some of 
tho foremost men in it, vii.. Sir Edmund Trafford, Sir John AHiertou, Sir John 
Eolcrort, and Sir TbomvB Holt, Knighta. 

BIr Edmiiad Traffbrd oC (0\d) Trafford, near Stretford (1507-1564), whose father, 
of the soma Dame, bnd been one of tlic £nt fcuQeea of the Free School of MBncheBl«r, 
■ad whose gmndfather founded ttie Cbantrj in the Chiipel of Stretford, received tho 
houonr of knighthood from the Earl of Hertford, j6 Henrj VIII, and afterwards 
attended his king at the siege of Boulogne. A year or two before this he contributed 
^l. to the laj subsidy, his Stretford prapert; being valued at iol. He was actiTp in 
the serrice of hia country, aud was eommander of tho military musters in this 
hundred lu 1J53- He married Ann, daughter of Sir Alexander Radcliffe, Enight, 
of Ordsalli and had issue, Bilmund (1526-1590), whose first wife was tho sister of 
QuBon Catheriue Howard. (Benalfa Viailalioa, 1533, p. 66j Flower's, p, 3; St. 
Qeorge's, p. to; Dugdolo's, p. 317; Stanley Paperi, vol. ii, p. 99; Laao. Lievt., 
p. 1 i Baines' ionc, old ed., vol, i, p. J04 ; Foster's Lane, Fed. ; Earwaker's 
E/ul Cifsh., vol. i,p. 64; Old Stretford, pp. 10, 19.) Between 1541 and 1558 Sir 
Edmund Trafford was interested in promoting, in the church, the ndvancemont 
of the fallovring persons, who, belonging in some esses to the families of his tenants, 
were ordained at Chester upon the knight's title : Dns Alexander Chorlton ; Dna 
Aleiander Hugson (or Hudsonli Dns Bobert Will iamson i Dns Johannes Qregorie; 
Dus Willm'i Trafforda j Dns Jaeohos Walker {Piccope MSS., i, ff. 3, 8 bla, 9. 10, 
14, 15 bis, 16, 11, 7^ter, ]i). Thomas Acson of tlie Diocese of Cliesler, an aeoljte 
in April 1546, soon afterwards beoame auh.deacon, deacon, and presbyter, on the 
title of Edmund Trafford, go. Liticoltt, gentlemaa {IMd, pp. 47, 48, 54, 56). The

Traflbrd faiuilj had conpecliona in Lincolnshire. Goorgo Trafibrd, gEotlmnflii, 
who held lands "in Ljli^hre," but lived in the neiglibourhood of Maupboitsr, 
being a JoDoger son ot'Sir Edmand T. (ob. 1514) and Elizabeth Longford, liad for 
wife, in Benalfs titf«,*^lljnp, daugblcr and Leir to William Kobarde of Holbjeba 
Heron in LinciJJosT^rB. Wiieo nialiiiig hia will, which wnj proved in JJ71, the 
possession qf *certBtn dinrcli goods troubled bim. Amongst other pious directiona, 
he orderyaj'-HJiowB !

.'••p. «8 ; Willi, ii, p. 158,) '■ 8' John Trafford was buried at Saint Marjes in Chester

pounds p' ann." "S' Pelre Traford waa burycd at Doddlestan [near Chester] the 
ij'^ daje of Anguate Anno d'ni 1572 and had a pcncon of v" p' ann'." (Special 
CommissioDS iti Elizabeth, No. 3.15S.} 

Sir Joha Solcrojt waa the eon of John nokroft, Esq , of Hok-roft HaU to the east 
of Culcbeth, io the parish of Wiuwicli, on the edge of Ecdes parish. His mother 
waa Margamt, daughter and coheiress of Uamo Mascr, of Biiton, Esq., who built 
HoUinfare Chspel. Ilis ynungor brother, Sjr Thomas, on the dlssolutioii of the 
monaateriea, acquired the estates of Vale Roy d wheie he made his seat. Sir John, 
while jel an esquire, was apjiointed b; Hcnr; VIII a com miss iouer for the survey of 
the Lancashire Chantry lauds, IS46-7 , and for this and other public serticcs he was 
knighted. He shared, to a great eitent, in the spoils of the religious property, 
petitioning, with others of his family, for lands in the parish of Wigan and elsewhere. 
With his son of the same name, nbo was also knighted, he waa a commander of the 
military masters of the Derby hundred. By bis will, dated i December, 1559, be 
bequeathed legaciea for " glosingo " tho Churohaa of Winwick (some of the tithes of 
whioh parish he owned) and Standish. To Culcbeth {i.e., Newcburch) ho left his 
best ohain of gold, under certain eouditions, towards the hiring of a priest. His 
remembrance of Standish is due to the fact that he had an interest in the tithes, aa 
also because his wife waa Anne, daughter of Ralph Blandish, Esq., of that parish. 
Hia daughter Helen married Francis Holt, the son of his fellow commissioner. Sir 
Tbomas Holt. Hia household supported a chaplain, who received a benefaction in 
the will ; and two of his soni, Thomaa and William, were brought up aa priests. 
Lcland not£s that "Syr John Holcrodes House within a Mile or more [south] of 
Morle [Morleys, Leigh Parish] stood in jeopardi with Seting of the Mosac," called 
Obateley (part of Chat) Moss. {Lane. Chant, pp. 1, ijB j Willi, vol. i, p. 14S i 
r«t(o(ioiw, IJ33, P.B4; 1567, p. utj BaineB'iaBO.,orig.ed.,Tol.i,p. jo4i Lieut., 
pp,3,i7i iSian/ey Paperj, vol. iifp.

Sir Jahn Aiherion (150S-X573) of Atherton, near Leigh, belonged to an ancient 
family allied to the Byrom, Butler, and other families of influence. He waa the son 
of George Atherton, and waa aged ai in 17 Henry VIII (iJ3S-6). In 1551 he was 
shoriiT of Lancashire. It is noticeablo that he did not attend with hia fellow com- 
whan the inventories of the parishes of Frestwich, Oldham, Boohdale and 



Snddleworth wera token. In IJ53 hs wu one of tho commanders 0! the military 
musten in this tmndrad. In 4 and j Philip and Marj (iJiT"^) he was dubbed a 
kniglit (Diigdale); but in entries earlier than that date in I.a,:c. Wills, and in these 
inventories, be has siresdj bia tiiigbtly title. He married, Tor his second wifo, 
Margaret, fourth dangliter and coheiroaB of Thomits Csterall of Oateiill, 11 October, 
8 Elizabeth (1566). In n letter from Bishop DowLihMa to the pritj oounoi', IS7S-6, 
on the neglect of worship in LaiicaahiL'o on the part of tbe geatr; and Others, tbe 
name of Dame M'garet Athorton, Tid,, is returned amongst those named under 
Warrington Deanerjj as also of Tboma* Caterall, Es^., who was one " of longest 
obstinacy against religion." (Dugdale's yuitatioa,'p, 11 ; Lieut,, pp. 2, 17, 72, 74.) 

Sir That. Moll oC Griselbural, neaJ Borj, Enight., wns the ao.i of Ealpb Holt, by 
Anno, daughter of John Langley of Agecroll. He married Dorothj, dsiightej' of Sir 
Bslph Laiigford of Langford, in the oounty of Derbj, and had issue, Francis, aged 
thirty-eight at the time of his littlier'B death in 1563 ; whioli sod married Helen Hoi- 
□rofl, daaghter of the commissioner already mentioneif. Sir Thomas Uolt was, in 
1J44, knigbled bj Edward, Earl of llertford, in Scotland. lo tbe proyioDB jear 
(11 July), as Thomas Uolt, Esq., he petitio.ied for aorae of the lands of Whallej and 
other Lancashire Abbeys, and acquired oiteiisiTC property out of those estates. Bearing 
on this fact it Is noticeable that Sir Thomas nas one of the oommissiouerB wlion the 
Blaokburn Church goods were inTciitoried (t j October, 1J51)' On tbe title of this 
Sir Thomas Holt do Gristillmi'at, Eut,, Laurentius Wnlnorke was, 17 June. 1J44, 
ordained a deacon by tho Blsbop of Cheated, anil sboHly aftei'wards (10 September) a 
priest (Pieeope MSS., i, ff. 19, 37). On his title also, iu 1557, Bliscus TTalworke, an 
acolyte, waa ordaioed sub-deacou and deacon [Ibid, x, S. 7:, 77). His will is duted 
II February, 1561-3. It is suggestive tbit bis flrst bequest in this document causists 
of a gift, albeit a nioagre gitl, to one of tho ciiurclies to which he waa sent ai a com- 
missioner ten years earlier : " Item I geavo and bequetbt lo the oniamentcs off Burje 
Churohe iij" iiij''." {Lane. Via'Uoliom, 1567, p. zi ; 161 j, p. 39 ; Slaaley Paper*, 
Tol.ii.pp. 174-ii Jfbi- Ce»<.,ToLii, pp. 100,477 J Xe Here's XiiijW», p. 336; Wilts,

The commiaeioners seem to hnve carried oat their iiutrnctions on three separate 
days, whea,perhapa, the reproaentafiTsa of the pui'isljea in tho hundred were summoned 
to three several centres — Manchester, Bollon and Rochdale. On the 17th September, 
1552, indentures were signed for Maochesler, !Fliiton, Middletou, Ashton and 
Kadcliffe ; on the 3otb, for Eccles, Bolton, Deio, BUckrod, and Rivington ; aod on the 
I2th October, for Prestwich, Oldham, Bury, Eoehdale and Saddlenortb-

William FealeiAe probablj belongnd to tlio tespectable family of Panlloth, neap 
Warrington, vpho {1567) entered a pedigree at Flower's VUllation (p. 154), where a 
clerlie of bie name appears, being tbe sfcond son of Tbomas PeDltBtb of Feoliatb. 
Willism Petet, ehnpplajn,witnBaBed t lie will of WilliBm Massej of Eiifon, 18 Mftj, 
"53* (B^ifit, Tol. ii, 202). TliB oommissioncrs of Henry VIIT, in 1547, described 
William Poaketli as a clerke in the CoUege of Manebcster {Chaaf., p. 7). In the 
foUowing jcar, after the diiaolution of the CoUcge, he ia atjied Follow {Lane. MSS., 
Tol. ill, p. Ill), and the stipend, xii" lii' Ti', was in lieu of hia FellowEhip. In the 
■urrsy of tbe aamo property by the oommissioUDrs of the lat of Ednard Vt., he and 
Lauienee Vaiise are called eurates of the Pariih Church of Manchester, having for 
salary ill. 19*. 6d. each {Chant., pp. 19-20). His name does uot appear in eubsequent 
Epiaeopal Yisitationfli but he was living 4. Ednard TI, when John Kemp and 
Winifred his wife prosoonted " Wra. Ponkyth Clerk P'son of Manchester" for ille- 
gal pOBSeaaion of Lands and ten" at Williington, Sidshnry, and Stockport ; and was 
witnesB to a wDl, 19 July 1J33, as William Penketh, Clerk (MSS., -p. iti). To this 
family belonged Dr. Thomas Pouketb (e. 1437-1497) of Warrington, Oiford, and 
f adno, noticed by Fits, Bale, &c. ; and by Mr. Beamont in bis Eiaiory of WaTringtim 
Friary, Cheth. Miscel,, vol, iv, pp. 44tt5. Ho was the editor of the Q«odlibeia and 
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other books of Duns Scotos, a copj of the former being in the Warrington Mnsemn ; 
and he is the Friar Penker of Shakespeare's Richard III (act iii, sc. y, 1. 104), an 
orthography which ran counter to Thomas Fuller's topographical iustinct (WortMes, 
§ Lane, p. 1 14). A Bichard Feoketh was, by Bishop Birde, ordained an acolyte at 
Chester, 21 March, 1544-5; and afterwards sub-deacon, deacon, and presbyter, on 
the title of Peter Legh de Bradley, Esq., in the diocese of Chester {Piccope MSS.^ 
X, ff. 39, 53, 56, 61). Another member of the faoiily, Bobert, was ordained an acolyte 
at Chester in 1555, and afterwards a sub-deacon, on the title of John Ashton of Ashton, 
Esq. (Ibid, x, ff. 67, 68). 

The burials at Manchester of the following priests of the old establbhment may 
here be noted. They appear in a return dated April, 1574 :

8' George CoUyer sumtyme warden of Mainchestre was buryed there aboute 

seyentene or EyghtcDC yeres last past and had a pencon of [34^. 5«.] p' ann*. 

(Cf. Chant., pp. 7-8 ; and Willis's Mitred Abbeys, yol. ii, p. 109.) 
Nycholas Wolsencroft was buryed in Mainchester aboute ffyftene or syxtene yeres 

last past and had a pencon of p' ann'. (The pension was 5/. Cf. 

Lane. Chant., p. 26. Nicol. Wolstancroffc paid his first-iruits for Balph 

Holme's Chantry in Manchester Church, 28 April, 35 Henry YIII.) 
S*^ Baphe Hunte was buryed in Maiuchestre aforesayd three yeres past and had a 

pencon of p' ann'. 

S' James Barloe was buryed at Mainchestre aforesayd the xxx*^ of Auguste Anno 

d'ni 157 1 and had a pencon of p' ann*. 

On the ist April 1574 the following priests, who were still lining, were in receipt 
of pensions out of the College or the Chantries of Manchester: S' John Cowpege; 
Mr. [Edward] Pendleton, nowe vycar of Eccles ; and Bobert Prestwyche. (Special 
Commissions 16 Eliz., K'o. 3258.) Cowpege or Coppage, who, in 1533, had a literary 
bequest from Sir Henry Turton (Wills, vol. ii, p. 13) was one of the yicars of 
Manchester in 1547-8, being then aged 48, and in receiph of pensions from the 
college (Chant., p. 20). In 1553 a pension of 61. paid to him was then remaining 
(Browne Willis's Mitred Abbeys, yol. ii, p. 108 ; Hib.-Ware, I, pt. i. p. 388); which 
was the pension of 1574 mentioned aboye. At a yisitation of the Province of York, 
held at the Chapter IFouse, Manchester, 19 Octobei", 1559, before Edwin Sandes, D.D., 
Henry Hervey, LL.D., and Q^eorge Browne, Esq. ; Das Joannes Copage, Fellow of 
the College, being summoned, did not appear (State Papers, Dom. Eliz., vol. x, p. loi). 
In 1578 he was still a member of the collegiate body, and in correspondence with his 
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ite. Warden Vhui (Sob pogled, Dlackfod). Poi- Pondloton, of. Chant., 
pp. 248-9, Robert PreatwioliL', tlieii called a slipendiBrj, Bppeareil before the 15J9 
CommLasfcinerB and Bubaeribed ; but be nag warned tbot he tboidd do longec 
freqacut taierns (Ibid, toI. i, p. 101); Giebard Hai'te, » FeUov, would not gabacribe 
(Ibid, pp. 101,441); but HobectuB Erlond. another Follow, nubicribed (Ibid, p. loi)- 

The Churchwardeni in QiistreirB time were scTen in number, tiz,. three nnrden) 
and four BideemeD (Sot. CeH., 10I. li, p. 66). Of tbose aboTe Danied, Tliomas 
Tragfurl or Trnfford, held, before 154s, a tenonient in Mnriet Straet Lane, port 
of tbe endowmflnt of St. George'B Cliantry, Manchestor (Laxc. Chnnt., pp, 4J-4). 
— Saiif Ciilclielk appears to hsTe been the eame individual who, in IS47, held landa 
in Newton, near Manabeater (Chant., p. r6). Ha was, perhapa, tha father of 
William Culcheth, gentleman, and gnndfnther of fi^rou Culcheth who. In 1605, 
married Elline Goodjeire, and died 30 Norembcr, i6ii, Icaring isano. Before 1641 
this family appear to bare left Manabeater. — The name Shalcrois is another form of 
ShsworoBS. Tbla Hii-'bard Shalcross is no doubt the aame individual who ia named in 
iono. Cianl,, p, 31, note i. Biohardua Sbaloross wbb one of the jurors at the Uan- 
cheater Court Leet, 4 October, 15J1, Ho and Edward Jaunj of Manchester, mer- 
chant, were partnera in o»nerBhi|] of a larern in Smilby Door in 1553 (Lane. Willi, 
vol. i, p. is9)i and bis name occurs, 11 December, 'SSS^ amongst persooa who were 
dead since the la^t Court Lest, bia heir being his daughler Eliiobeth (cf. Mandietter 
Court Leel Book, pp. 65, 83 ; ITuntet'a Life of O. Segii-ood, p. 5 ; and Hibbert- 
Ware, I, pt, i, p, 389), — Sai'ff" Pe{Ueg is mentioned, 11 Deeember, 15JJ, amongst 
thoaa vrho had died aince the last Court Leet, leaving hia son Edmund as beir 
(Cf, Ciiurt Ltel Book, p, 65). A Rio'dus Pedley waa a juror at the Manchester 
Court Leel, 4 October, 1552 j and a John Fedley oooura in Jaonj's Will io 1553 
{Jjane. WilU, vol. i, p. 160). 

ChamUt was a material at Brat made of the hair of the camel and goat interwoven. 
Silk and wool were also introduced afterwards. A IRobs of Cameline oocors in the 
Eotnavr.t t^fihe Bote. 

Boadekia (Lat, Baldokinna) ia silk worked with threads of goldj ao caHed from 
Baldaoeo or Babylon in Persia. It was often called cloth of gold. 

The veatment of grei-o baldekin branched with tjears, Canon Raines, with reason, 
believeB to bo one that bad belonged to the ehantry of Jamea Stanley, Bishop of Ely, 
and Warden of Manchester (14S5-IJO9), whose mother was Lady Eleanor Neville, 
sister of the Earl of Warwick, called the king maker, whose heraldic oognizanee was a 
bear and a ragged staff (Ciaat., p, 11). The device is etiU emblazoned on the left 
sleeve of the blue gowns of tbe inmates of the bospital at Warwick fuuoded by the 
Earl of Leicester. At eacb corner of the cburchjard of Dacre, in the Diocese of 
Carlisle, thia device ia cut in atone, the Uacrea of that place having been connected 
with the Neville family. It wag cuatomary for douors to put their arms on these 
veatmente, Elizabeth, Lady Latimer, daughter of Richard, Earl of Warwick, 
bequeathed, 14B0, lo tho obapel of our Lady in Warwick church, a pair of goodly 
vestments of white damask powdered with beats and ragged etavee of gold, and in 
the orfraie my acutclioon, to be well and richly embroidered {Teit. Vet., p. 3J9). 
Walter, Lord Hungerford, by bis will, 1449, bequeathed to the prior and monks at 
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BsCb "one wbolB suit of vestments with all tliiagg appcrlHitung (hereta, for a priest, 

deacon, and BUbdeocon, likewise copes ; and I desire that in the (ud 

Testnients for greater Qotice mj bhiib be wrought" {Ibid, p, ijS). Amongst ac 
inyBntoriea of Testments, &o., belonging to the Cathedral of Eietcr, there ib inoloded, 
as the gift of Arohdeacon Walter Fembrot, " . . . . im' par TBBtiinentOrum plon 
ad nBum diaooni et suhdiaconi de alba sumitLa et umictu cum augelorum jrniBgiiiibuB 
et floribuB doBumtis " (Oliver'a iities 3ps. Exoa., p. 199). 

The technical name for the fore-front of altars was anteptrtd'mm. It waa of silk 
or ether rich matcrialB, vraa ambroidercd with omameutB and emblems, aad was 
oblong \a shape. Kb other names were fronter, frontlet, frontal, forocloth, coTering 
of altar. 
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The ornamenti for the lepiildtre were used in the 
Beanrrection hj the prieate at Easter, a cnatom whic 
chureb. A niche, to raproient tbs aepnlchre, was 
obancel. On Maundj Thursday three Hoata wor 
oonsumed at the time. At the eoQcluaion of tbi 
great aolemnitj, deposited in the sepulchre, where they were watched night and daj 
until Easter-day morning. One of the Hoits was oonsumed on Good Friday, when 
conaeoration never takes place. On East«r Ere a proceaaion wag formed, and with 
inoense and torcbea the third Heat and the Chalice were remoied to the altar while 
the hymn FejrfHo Efgii was being sung by the choir (Cuaaani' Furailare and Orna- 
ments ofMerti, p. 134). Cf, the Indenture of Dean Parish. 

The plale of the Church of Manchester was by far richer when Hcnrj TITI's com- 
niiasionera took their InTentorieB (CAanl., pp. 10-11). The college poaaossed 124 01. 
silver. The oonimissioners of 1 Edward VI. returned 3034 oz. (Ibid, p. Ji). Jo. 
Aracott, who aeema to haTa been the collector of the spoils, deUverod this plate at 
Tort, 4 February, 1J50-J, as well aa what was collected from the chaotriea of tbs 
cooDtj, amounting to 4J3 01.; and ho reports of Mancheater that certain of the 
ornsmenta to the Tniuo of SI. 31. ^d. mere sold, and that the rest, amounting to 
gt, 121. j\d., were left there " for that it is a great p'ish." And also, that there were 
loft in the church two chalieea weighing, reapectiyely, 30^ oz. and 11 oz. (p. 11). 
These are the two chalices introduced into the above inventory. 

The Maochesttr bella are referred to in the will of William Troffard of Garret 
Boll, Manchester, gentleman, in [545. He directs that immediately after his death, 
on aa hia body sets forward towards the 
and continue ringing until evening i and 
T bell should be rung for him on the day of hia burial but the great bell. 
[Willi, vol. ii, p. 64.) The old bells soem to have lasted till the year 17°''. when, 
some of them being cracked, the rost were rendered uflelesa for peal ringing. It was 
in that year proposed by Che pariah to recast them. But meanwhile the Didabnry 
churchwardens bought, for 20^ 21., some of the old Mancheater belle, adding to the 
bargain a part of their own peal. A long paper, relating fo the proceedings of the 
Manchester pariahionera at the time in queatioo, is given in Mr. Booker's MUi, of 
Didsburt/, pp. 91 leg. The Didsbury peal waa recast by Abr. Budhall in 1717. 
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There were bit seiUa to thi« indontiire, two of vbioh are dcfoMd, Oae beuv the 
initiuls W P (for Paukcth); another mntiuDa it memhsnt's mark ; and two otbere 
IiUTe tlie initiolij E R. 

Tbe cbapelries of tbs parish are not nnmed in tliis documont ; but thsy bad come 
under tlin notice of former commiBBLOnB, and their small etookt of goodi UeiJ, probablj, 
by this time been collected. Didabury icTcntory baa not yet been found. The 
"omttmente" of Sire/ford Chapel were sold for lod. (Lane. Cianl., p, 177). Tbe 
"omamenta" of Chorlton Chapel were sold for it. Sd. (Ihid); but with reapect to 
this or other property, which had not como to the hands of the commiwionerB, there 
was an enquiry a jear or two lal^r (Cf. Booher's Siat. of Chorlloa, pp. 199-300). 
JohcB Chorlton de ChorltoTi seenas to haio been the priest at this Tillage, circa 1J47 
(Ficmtpe MSS., i, rSi). The Talue of IfenloH CLapol was loi. [Chant, p. ^^%), at 
which price it cmne iuto the hands of the inhabitonts. From this chapel the 00m- 
misiionera of the last year of Edward VI. took away a silrer chalice, parcel-gill, 
weighing 7 oz. {liiil, 170)- The ancient chapel of Didahury, which was bought for 
ijj. 4J., and had "ornameuts" appraised at is. 8rf. (Ibid, p. 177), possessed two 
small bells which were inTontorioil and included in the acoonnt of Edward Parker, the 
oSicial rcceiier of the property collected by the present commiasioa. These hells 
weighed i cwt. and ware of the raliie of 15*. (Jdiii, p, 174)- Bat so it happened that 
the pariBhionera would not give up their bells -, and b« the articles were supposed to 
haTB be«a delirered to the hands of the rcccirer, they were charged to bis account j 
but be claimed allowanro (Jbid, p. 159). An euq^uiry into this and other easee of 
default was investigated by a new commiBaion in 1 JS4- The parish representatiTO, 
Thomas OhollertoD, the eburcbreere, mho had probably signed tha last inrentory of 
the ijji commission, was summoned to Wlialley, where he deposed, on 7 April, that 
tlie " y lytcll bolls speoyded in y* said sodule," ecixed to the use of the king by the 
former commisnon, were yet remaining at the chapel {Hid, p. 165). Parker's ekim 
was, therefors, granted (Cf. Booker's Riil. of Didiiury, p. 95).

Ednord Bmjtlie is not named in the lists of the iacumbenta of FliitoD, About 
15 33.-4 Dn'eJfic/iuiSmjthwMitipondiarj priest at Fliiton, being paid by Mr. Hicholiia 
Dariiigtou {Ficcope MSS., i, 99). Edward Smyth, Cumte de Fliitoa, ia mentioned 
nt tba end of the will of Dorothj Booth cf Barton, 7 August, 1553 {WUU, Tol. iii, 
p. SI ! ef. Piceope MSS,, nvi, 40). Ono of his uamo, in IJ47-S. was prisat at the 
Bccaod cbantry nt tbe altar of St. Qeorgo in Manchester Churoli, being then 40 jears 
old (CAojif,, p. 46). Dns Edward us Snijlbo answered a VisitatiOQ-cBll at ManobBBter 
eirea 154.7 (»t which time Ra'd'us Byrehe appsEired for Fliiton), and again in the timo 
of Ward™ Vaui (Piocope l[SS.,i, ijo, rji, 181-3). In 1559, when the CommiaBionere- 
general of the Queen held their ruitatinn in Lancashire, it was presented to them that 
the parson of Fliiton was not resident, neither did he keep hoapitalitj. Smjtli bad, 
in 'SS3i taken b pension of 4'. iir. Ed. with reepeet to hia cbantrj ; aud as annuitants 
nerer die ha was atill enjoying it 16 Elizabeth " out of a ohauutrye in Mainolieater" 
(Special Commiaaiana of that year, Becocd Office, No. jijS).

In 167] there nera three vanieat nod tiirea BB*iat.imle {Nol. Ceil., Tol. ii, p. j6). 
Tho unme Talf/ar occurs rary froqueutly ia the parish- regwter (it bogina 1^70) from 
11 Jul; I574i imd tilers is a tendency in the orthography to nialu> threo eylUblo* of 
it. More than one of l!ie uame was IiTiiig Bt the Tillage in 1641-1, by which time 
the common orthography proiailcd. The celebrated " OUiSeld lane Doctof" wai 
deacended from this etook-^At the Insl-Damad date Iha only repreientatires of tlie 
Skerlocia family id the pariab ncre Jamei nud Jotm " Shirloclca." They sra first 
mentioned in tJie register 11 February 1573-4, when John Sharlotko was buried. 
Thomu Sherlock of Stratford, in 34-j Henry Tilt, paid n tax of eigbtpeooa for 4I. 
in gooils towards the eubeidy of Uuit year. From another alook of this numerous 
family, ecttled at Oiton, in tho piirish of Woodcliuroh, Wirrall Hundred, Cheshire, 
came Dr. Kiohard Sherlook, renter of Winwick, and author of The Praetieal C/tnstian, 
whose siater, Alice, was mother of the Apostolic WiUoii, Bishop of Man. 

The following is copied froia a scrap of paper in the hand-writing of John Darby- 
shire of riiiton, now in tho poaaeesiou of hia aiecoa: "Tbo mottoa upon 4 Bells nt 
St. MicUael'a Church, FliitOD: i " Joeua be our epeed. 1^ JesU9 be our epssd. 16]]. 
j' Leonard Aishawo Peter Egertoo Esquires. 1624, 4''' Jeaua bo Our speed (aud 
some other odd letter?)." Lawrence Aaahawe of 9baw, Saq., in this parish, by hia 
will, mado 4 July i j63, ordered tha.t twenty maika of hia good* should he beatowsd 
towards the buying of bella to the parish ohnrcli, and making of "a p'cloase or 
trav'Be of tymber ov'tbsward y" sayd p'iahe ohuroh," requiring the prajeca of tha 
priest and the parishioners for tho soul of himself and otbera (Willt, pt, i, p. Si). 

Corporaiy corporate, corporal (lat. Corporate), wua the cloth of Due white lioeo on 
which tho aacrad elements were consecrated, so called from the eacia.mcutal body 
{eorpua) of Christ laid on it. It was about a foot square ; and was BOmetimes sewn 
into the middle of a large piece of silk, or othsc cloth. When not in use these cloths 
were put in a kind of portfolio called a case, made of silk and embroidered. " ij oorpp 
oasea" ara bequeathed by Dame Cicely Aabley, 19 May, 1563, to Anne Brereton, "jS 
the be never occupyed agojn at the churcbo ; and yiT tha be I geare tho one to the 
oborche at Bawdeu y* better and the other to loy owne cbspclL at home," t\z,, at 
AbIiIoj {WiiU, Tol. i, p. 136). This doth mystically signified tho sindon [i.e., the 
wrapper) wherein Christ waa buried (fyndale's Aiisiver to More, p. 74). In the 
Frayer Book of 1549, the minister ia directed to lay the breud in the corpDras, or 
eJsB in the paten, or in some oilier comely thing prepared for that piirpose. 

Altar Clotht. An engraTing of a vested Bnglieli altar, from a MS. of the siiteentli 
century, may he found in Dr. Lee'a Giosiary. There were uaiiolly three linen cloths 
to coier the table or slab. Tbe first, or cere clotb, prepared with incited wax ; the 
eocoud, a cloth to protect tho Gtat; and the lost, tlie cloth which oovered all and 
hung down to the ground. The cloths, which occur in most of these iDientoricB, were 
often of great Talae. Archbishop Orindal, by his itijunctions to the ArelideacouB, 
forbad tho aae, on tbe communion tables, of linen-cloths called sUai-cluths, before 
used about maasca {Worka, p. 15s, Parker bociutj).

The curSitea of Ibe two chapela named in the indenture are to bo found amongat the 
following prieats who attended Robert Aahton at a Visitation about the year 1547 :

Aatcljffi Dna Thomai Maailet]ej (Piecope MSS., 1, iS'i- " S- James Hopwoodde 
waa buried at Myddleton the iiiii)"> daje of September in Iho Bacondo jere of the 
Kegne of Queeno Maryo bad a peneon of p' ann'." Cf. Chant., p. 1 24. Two 

other priests were buried at Middleton, yil., B' Jamea Buokolej, 10 Aug., i and 4 
Philip and Marj [ and Sir Niohala^ Oower, 5 iltajrj (Special CoiainUaioiia, 16 Elii,, 
No. 3158; and cf. Chant., p. 114). Earlier priests of Cockej are named in Canon 
Balnea' Examtftiotyom tomcAcifnffe Cokfge More, Ctietham Mi^col., Tol. ii. 
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In Qtistrell's time there were five churchwardens {Not. Cest.y vol. ii, p. 99). The 
names of the three wardens in the inventory were infrequent in the parish in the next 
century. The above-named Richard Q-erard had a sou, Richard Gerard of Thornham, 
who married at Middleton, 30 March 1585, Ann, one of the four daughters and 
coheiresses of Thomas Assheton of Middleton, Gent., the fifth son of Sir Richard 
Assheton, Knt., who ob, 3 Edward VI. {Lane. MSS.^ vol. iii, p. 231). 

This full inventory of goods maj be due to the fact that there had been three 
chantries in the parish {Chant.y 119 seq.^ 270). 

The Deacon and Subdeacon wore distinctive dresses, that for the former being a 
dalmatic or alb, and that for the latter a tunicle. Their dresses occur in the 
indentures of the Commifcioners in every county. See the Manchester inventory, p. 4, 
and the note from Oliver, p. 8 ; and cf. the Bolton inventory. In the Rochester 
statutes the Gospeller and Epistler are called the Deacon and Subdeacon. The 
injunctions of Elizabeth appointed an Epistler and Gospeller in copes, and these 
officers are still recognized at Durham and elsewhere (Campion and Beamont*s 
Prayer Book Interleaved, p. 167). In an assignment of goods to the church of 
Bodmin, 8 Elizabeth, preserved in the corporation records (printed in extenso in Sir 
J. Maclean's Sistory of the Deanery of Trigg Minor, co. Cornwall, vol. i, p. 341), 
mention is made of " one hole sute of blew velut decon subdecon and pistholere." 
In the Latin churches there is now no distinction between the dresses of the deacon 
and subdeacon. 

Candlesticks were, by the injunctions given to the Commissioners of i Edward VI, 
to be taken away and destroyed. By the same king's injunctions no more wax- 
candles or tapers were to be burnt before any image ; " but onely two lights upon the 
high Altar before the Sacrament shall remain still, to signifie that Christ is the very 
light of the world" (Fuller's Church History, bk. vii, cent, xvi, ^ 3, pp. 372-3). The 
wax-candles of churches were of the most expensive kind. " The use of these was so 
regular and steady that language, which (like some substances in mines) catches the 
impression of every object long in contact vrith it, still shews us the impression when 
the object is gone j and the very appellation for a church-candle among our ancestors 
was merely a wax-light" (John Whitaker's Cathedral of Cornwall, vol. i, p. 177). 

Pope Vitalian I, A.d. 666, first introduced the Organ into church-music. In the 
eleventh century a treatise on organ-building was penned by a monk. The instruments 
in England were, at first, only used (as now on the Continent) on the Festivals. 
Hence Chaucer in the Nonne Priest his Tale makes the voice of Cbaunticleere 

** merrier than the mery orgon 
On masse dayes that in the chirches goon." 

The sixteenth century witnessed a great improvement in the instrument. They were 
in great repute in England about the date of these inventories ; but only three Lanca- 
shire parishes were in possession of them. They were to be found in the abbeys, but 
not commonly in the parish churches. Sir P. Leycester mentions the Case of a 
fair organ at Great Budworth, which was bought after the dissolution of the Priory 
of Norton {Cheshire, 1673, pt. iv, p. 227). The influence of the Presbyterians and 
Puritans, in the reigns of Elizabeth and of Charles, was unreasonably directed against 
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(B. Fuller Bay« tbot it w»b reported of Potter, the Purilftn bishop of Carliile, 
in the time of Jiimes t, that orgtma would blow him out of the eliurolii "wliiob," 
adds the narrator, " I do not bclierc, the rattier because lie wsa loving of, and 
bMUuII in Tocajl mueiok, and could bear hia own part therein." Under tho Common- 
wealth, nstivD organ'bailderB were diseoungBd {' a» that after tho restoratian, when 
tho nation "came into Hght tune," foreign builders erected tho instmnneiits. Peter 
Smart, in his SAoi-f Trealiae of Allara, i All, said th^t, in Lis lime, man; parish ea had 
"set up altars, images, and organi, where t.hej were never before since the reigne of 
King Philjp and Quoon Marj " (DurA. Eigh Com. Court, Surtees Sooiotj, Tol. «iir, 
p. loi). And in the articlee exhibited i^init Dr. Oosin and others, in 1619, it was 
charged upon them that thej hud built " a now pajre of gorgius organea, which hare 
coat at least 700''." MoreOTer, the; had given to Sishop Morton a pair of organs, 
" though not au gay, jet as good as an; Cathedral cluurcb had or hath In the Prorince 

of York to gett his approbation of all jour new caromoDjos, whiah organes have 

been carried to London and there aett to sole" (Coain's Comip., toI. i, p. 16S} 
SnrterB Society, vol. liii). 

Sigallet or Begala was a small portable musical instrument, with pipes and bellowB, 
and played with the flngors. John Talbot of Salssbnry, Esq., bequeathed to his son- 
in-law, "my rogaila & my virginalls," Angust ijji ( WUh, Tol. Hi, p. 106). 

The prosent MiddJelon bclla, six in number, were placed ther* about 171S by 
Budhall of Gloucester. There is a bell at Dickins' f-aolory at Tonge, near Middlcton, 
bearing this inacription 1 

MA RO i6t4 RA 

It was bought, many years ago, from a convent on the Continent. 

The aoiease, or amiof, which was doaned before the alb, wai a linen vaatment mode 
to wear on tho head, and to reat on the shoulders li^a a cape. It often had an 
ombroidored ornament at tlie edge, and was worn by tho superior clergy. John Bale 
alludea to cosily grey amicea of calaber and oata'-laila {Worti, p. 517). Pieces of 
"lyninge eawled amyoes " occur 'm \\ib SertforMtire Church- OooHt. The amico had 
the authority of ParUament, 14 Honrj VIU, c. 13, eecs. i, 7. It waa abandoned at 
St. Paul's I Novombor 1 j6i. Cf. Whitgin'B JCorlrn, vol. ii, p. jg seg. By the Canons 
of 157 1 the "grains amictus" was said to savour of superstition. Itj mystical 
signification was, that it represented the veil which covered the Saviour's face when 
the aoidiers struck and mocked Him (soo Tjndalc's A/HKer to More, p. 73)1 but 
others make it flgurative of the helmet of eulvaCiou, and quote a prayer in the 
Breviary hearing on tliat meaning. It is noticeable tliat John Bradford usee the 
word alinease for alma ( Woj-ks, vol. i, p. 66, Parker Hocietj). The alnaoe or tippet, 
as atrjpo calls It, does not, perhaps, occur in tbeso inventories. It was a habit of 
grey fur, covering the head as well as tho body. It waa tho dress of dignified 
eocloaiastica, and Parker waa tho last primate who wore it, as " a collar of aables,*' at 

A silver parcel-gilt Chalice, from Ashworth chapel, weighing 6 oz., waa included 
amoDgBt the coLections of this commission (C/jiir'., p. 370). 

One of tho seals attached to this indenture has an initial 1, but the otliers are 
defaced or gone.

■boat which time be alteuded a Tisitatioa at MancheatDr (Piecope ilSS., x, 97 1 ivi, j) , 
Hia name it also met with at too Bueceeding Visitations {Ibid, i, iji, lEj; cf. Lane, 
Chant., P' 151 )- He died about one year after the date of the present ioTentorj, hii 
will being dated 1 September ijj j ( WllU, toI. i, p. 90), On 1 1 August 1554, WillOs 
EogeraOQ was inatitutei to the rectory on the preaentation of Sir Thoiuaa Staalaj, 
Knt., BOO of Edward. Earl of Derby {Pi^cope MSS.. ivi, i). At a Tisitation of the 
Proiioce of Yorlt. held in October, 1559, it was preaentad by the ohurchwardpnfl ajid 
parishioners of Ashfon That the parson doth no e'tica in the ohurclie; nolher doth 
he distribute to the po' as other p'aonos hsTe don {Dom. S- P. Elis., Tol. i, p. 193). 
About [ J63 there were 1000 coraaliinioaQta in the parish, but " no preacher " (Dont. 
Ser. Elii; Tol. ini, No. 47). The reference here is, perbapa, to Hugo Grejffethe, 
Deeretornm Doctor (cf. No!. Cesl., toI. ii, p. 2), who died 5 or 6 Eliiabotb \ or to 
Babert Bmbooer (ordained ao acolyte at Chester in ijj7, then a subdeacon, on the 
title of Sir Richard Houghton of Lee), appointed rector 19 January 1^63, and baried 
at Ashton, 2; February 1604-j (Ficcope MSS., i, 73, 76 ; iti, 5). 

There are still four wardens j one appointed by the Lord of the Manor, a second by 
the rector, and the remaining two by the parishioners. Mr. Jobo Lees, B.A,, a 
represaQtatiTe of liidwltu Leei of Kaslehurst, naa liTing in the latter half of the 
follawing century, and was iucumbent of Saddleworth, and an early aublibrarian of 
the Chetham Library. In Ashton and its townships tlio Lees were "as many as the 
fleB£." Uicholaa Leoa of the pariah of Ashtan'UUdrr-LyuB, yeoman, brother of 
Robert Leea of the same, husbandman, and a superTiaor of hta will dated 15 March 
ij8i, married Joanne, lieter of Robert Cock of Ashton, priest, and wiia a legatee of 
hit brothei-in-law's mill, 16 Jan., 3 Edward TI. (Lane. MSS., vol. iiyii. Wills). 
Nioohis Leghes was the proelor of William Thompaon, tho rector above nnmed, and 
one of the BuperviBora of his will (Wills, rol. i, pp. 91-3). Sandle Milton (or 
Hultan): both name and suruame were uncommon in the pariah a century later. 
Henry M'land had, in the will above named, a bcqupst from Ilia redor, Tliompson, 
of a riall of gold ( Willa, toI. 1, p. 91).

Bmcian or boak, was a coarae kind of linen cloth (Wright's Prov. Diet.). The 
word occurs in a sumptuary law of 3 and + Edward IV, by which only such peraoni 
whose possessioDB were of the yearly Tolue of 401. should use as clothing " any fustian, 
bustian, or Fustian orBapuls," 

The banner of Green Silk was, perhaps, a professional flag ; also U!cd to ixiin- 
memorate the Easier victory of our Lord. During the Rogation Days bnuners were 
carried in the perambulation of parishes. Under Rivington, a painted banner of 
linen cloth is mentioned. Banners emblazoned with sjmhola or pictures of saints 
have, of old, been nsed in church eeremonieB. The writer saw thena, lost year, on 
the lato Pope's Jubilce-day, introdul^ed in the service at a Cologne church. The 
presence of banners in English churches seems to have suggested the language in the 
Baptismal service, where the sign of the Cross is said to be made in token that the 
child will "manfully Sght under Christ's banner"] an image which Cntnmer has 
used on another oooRsion. 

TheHo/y-UMferSfoei (i.e., pillar) or Btoup (i.e., bucket) was Q stone or metal basin 
□Bually inserted in the wall at the entrance of churches. Holy-water buckets of 
brass are ffliumerated in subseqneiit inrentories.

Id Qajtrell'a time there were three churcbwardeiia nnd two aaaiatnntB {Not. Cett., 
Tol. ii, p. 159). Thirteen momhera of the Allen or Aliens family were dwelling in the 
paristi in Maj 1641 ; but there were then no Shughamiths, eicept a Qeorge Sjiamith 
wbo WW acting tie pariah-olerk under the rector, Peter Shaw. 

The Rev. Tboniiis Mavrdeslej, the old reotor, biit atjling Mmaelf oleri, of Middle- 
ton, writing bis will in moro favourable timee, bequeathed, 11 March 1J54-5, to the 
uae of thia ohurcb, a vestmente of bawdekjn and Howen. Malater Robert Asheton, 
PanoQ of ^U^yddletOD, to whom Idawdoaley bequeathed bia a 
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pwchemente, was oae of the superriaora of tlie will ( Chani., p. 1 1+), Mawdalej, who 
is mentioned in the Valor as rentor, and as (iUantry-prieat in tha Bishop of Durham 'b 
chnntrj, irsa prabahl;f Moatfir of ICiddleCoD School, and maj' haTe had Dean Aleiaoder 
TTovfoll (to whom ha left a legacy) and his brothers for his pupils. Tha Gtrammar 
School was afterwards rebuilt and refounded b; the Novella. Mr. Edmund Ireland, 
Schoolmaalcr of Middleton Bchool, was buried there Maj ii, 1574 (Zone. MSB., 
Tol, i, p. 342). 

The Crotsei, which are so frequently mentioned in thasc inyentories, wbpb either 
altar-croBBce or prooessional-crosaeB. Wliot is noticeabla about tha Lancashire croases 
is, that Ihej were made of the mnaner metala — auch as copper (as in this iaTantorj), 
trasB, copper-rilt, lalten or lead. In the cathedrals or richer pariahes thej wera of 
gold or silver. At Dorham the chief eroaa was of the former metal. On 4lh April,- 
1544, Bp. Glardinpr wrote to the Maaters, &c., of the Colleges of Cambridge to provida 
" a aeemly eroaa of ailver, to be used in procEasiona as had been used amongst them in 
timoa paat, and was through Christendom at that day obaerrod." A crass was 
Bocordinglj procured at a coat of 30I, ci, id. (Cooper's Annals of Cumb.,ioi. ii, p. 8j). 

As to the Slass book, aa order, 3 and 4 Edward TI,c.i(i549),wasfortbedeBtrnction 
of "all anttpboaera, misaayles, grayles, proceeBionallea, manuellea, logendea, pics, 
portasies, jomolla and ordnolles after the TTae of Sorum, Lincoln, Yorke, or any 
other priTate use, and all bokes of aorvioe"; which were ruthleasly defaced and abolished.

-'Wafy, pp. 71-1), wai bnried at Mjddtotou j Norcnibcr, 156.?, aged 69, hariiig a 
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pansion at 61. out of the dissolved college of EcoIdh (xxxciiith MepL Dep. Keepar, 
p. 16, Special Coniini»iona, No. 3158; ef. Browne Willis' Mitr. Ahbeyi:, vol. ii, p. 109 j 
Lano. «nB(„pp.6o, 131, 137-8). See the rent roll of Sir John Townelej of Bumlej 
{Cheth. Miscel., rol. tI, pp. 16, 22se3.) for some account of the priestly fsmily of 
CraTen of WIibUsj. In 1591 Thomas Craven, " being the bsslard son of Thomas 
CraTen late vicar of Ecclea, and now a vary aged man," made his last will (Lane. 
MSS., voL nvii, p. 3 1 8) ; but why he ehould have perpotuated bis father's disgrace is 
nnkuown (P. R. K.). Thomas Cra-ven held from Whalley Abbey two closes in Monlon, 
called Eeythea, at a yearly rent of loj. {Wkalle^ Abbey Coaeher Book, p. 1138). la 
the time of hia successor, Edward Pendleton, to wliom Philip and Mary gave the 
TJearoge in 1557 [Piccope MSS., xvi, 35 ; in 1519, Not. Cest., vol. ii, p. 48), the 
parish, about 1563, cor.taincd 30&0 eommnnicanta. The yearly value of the parson- 
age impropriate was tben yol. ; of the vicarage, joi. ; and the preacher was 
"insufficient." It is added: "whersunta annexed Dean church, lal.; no- preacher," 
i.e., one unable to preach {Dom. Ser., Eliz., vol. xui, Ko. 47). 

Samilph Aalrobvi, a few years before the date of tlio present commission, was 
incumbent of the chantry of the Holy Trinity in Eoeles cliurch (CAasi., p. 119). At 
a viaitatioD of the Deanery of Eradehnra in 1569-70, it wus found that some of the 
old services bad not entirely been Fet aside at Qroat Budworth and Strettou chapel. 
" The Roade lofto yet atandath." " One John Warburton nseth to praie upon a Latin 
primer." " S' Ban' Autrobus an old papist prieat and doth not mynistcr." (Fiocope 
MSS., I, 185.) 

In Bishop GastraU'a time there weresii wardena (_Not. Cesl., vol. ii, p.ji). Barloa 
and Boardiuan mere wide-apraad families in the parish. In the ueit century Tongt 
■KOi not a frequeut name ; and there were then no Bagueii/s nor Bariont. 

The Chalice on an EugWs foot, which seems to have been private property, may 
have been a gift li-am the Taibocks of Tarbock, deacendcd from Lnthom, who bore 
or, an eagle's cIbw ^b. ; in a chief indented autre, three plates. The Rialeys of 
Eialey quartered a ableld with three drinking hams held up by a bird's foot. The 
Eagle is a common ecclesiastical emblem, »ome regarding it as typical of the con- 
templative life, and others us the arablem of tlie resurrection. The bird was often 
carved on the frout of pulpits, and its use in lecterns is very early. 

In The Wag to the trve Church, 1608, 4to, by John White, miniatac of God's ward 
at Ecoles (he was rector from 160G to 16 to), are some curious particulars "how the 
vulgar sort of people, addicted to Papistry, say their praiera : the which I haue 
obserued by lining and converaing with them " (lo the Reader, T 1 3). A generation 
later, in Martindflle's time, that obscure corner of the parish whicbjoiua to the parishes 
of Warrington and Win wick, aboundeil "with Popish and ignorant people" <ii/fe, 
p. 68). 

Bells that terced the parish for eorsea were the hand-bells which were rung by tiie 
priest or his attendants, either when taking the Eucharist to the dying, or when 
attending the corpse to burial, as described under Riiington, j)os/«^. Tl 
ringing, or "jangling the belles," wna one of the "Enormities" (No. : 
which tbe Lancashire ministers protested aboat the year 1590 (Chet 
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:iaoulton.

Sir James Bolton, to whose oecupaiioj of the Timrage no dates are assigned bj 
Baines (new ed., i, SSi) eicopt hii death in 1536, was the Ticar of Bolton when 
the Valor EccUtiaiticue was compiled, 1534-5 ('"l- 'i ?■ "6). About circa 1533 
Dub Hogenis filden attended a riaitation at Manchester as the "Conduct." of 
James Bolton, Ticar of Bolton. Bolton's name also occurs in 1547 and snt)- 
sequently. It is, howerer, noteworthy, that on 15 August, 1551, Eobert Lever of 
Lever, bj wiU, gave to Edward Cocterall, who is called the vicat of Bolton, iij" lilj'' 
" to pray for mee " ; and Bolton was a witness of the will (Canon Raines's Lane. 
MSS., vol. iivii, p. 4jo). On the occasion of a risitation at Manchester, cirea i J48, 
the foUoninfi prieeta attended with Bolton : Dus Jobes bylton ; Dns arthums 
pylkjngton i Dnfl Jacobus Andertnn, mortuus ; Dns Eogerus felden 1 Dns "Williia 
brodsher; Dns Eadua forster 1 Dns Tbom's pedjlhurj, cut' (Piccope MSS., n, gy, 
lii, 183 ; ivi, 7 ; and cf. Lane. Wills, voL ii, pp. gS, lai-i). Amongst these names 
the curates of Turton and Walmeslcy chapols may be found. Pondleburj had been 
ordained a few years before upon the title of Adsra Hultou do Parke, Esq. (Piecopt 
MSS., I, s, II, 19, 37)- Ahout the year 1563 there were said to be 5000 communi- 
cants iu the parish ; the parsonage, impropriate to the Bishop of Chester, was 
of tbe value of 300?., the vicarage of 10 marts ; the preacher (perhaps Edward 
Coclterell, who occurs above ae vicar, as also in 1560) was not "painefull." To Bolton 
was nnneied Kivingtou church, of the value of 4 marks (where there was then no 
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preiuihor, i.e., oco who could not of would not preach)i sad Blackrod church, 4 marfce, 
ropreBohei'(S(a(ei'ojjer», Dom. Eliz.,Tol. mi, No. 47). In 16 Elizabeth, Ed wBrde 
Coelarell had " a peii'con of v" vj' viij'' out of the lalo moneBterje of Gjaburno and 
one other out of the lato college of BiiBshop owielond of TJ*' p' ann' and ya jet Ljring 
and dwelleth at Bolfon id the mores." At the some time it was stated tLit " Jamea 
Hultan was burjed at Boltou the n;^ath daje of March, Anno d'ni 1569, and had n 
penc'on of p' an'." (Special ComuiiBBiaDS, No. J158). Of. § Doan, p. 19. 

Bolton was the Grat of the places which Bradford, the martyr, apoatcophiMd in his 
ferewell to Lancashire and Cheshire, isss~6, having there, as he SBji, "truly taaght 
and preanbod the word of God" ^Worti, toI. i, p. 454). 

In 1673 there were four wardens, afterwards inocessed llfot, Ceit,, vol. ii, p. 1 1). 

"Far the Orrells of Turton Bee St. George's VUilalian, p. jo, which namcB this 
John Orrell ; and Naf, Ceit,, vol. ii, pp. iS'sq. In 1523-4 the "free chapel" of 
Turton was in the gift of Rauff Orrell, Esq., James Andcrton, priest, being then 
incumbent, the time how long he had occupied it being anknown (Diichj/ of Laiic. 
JJeponiiona, ij Han. VIII., toI. 10, B 7). 

For Walmeslei/ Chapel of. Nol. Ceil., vol. ii, p. 15. 

Whittle (£ iff. of Bolloa, 1S55, p. 74), quoting as he saya from " Beoorda Ashm. liT., 
I?a. 1464," atates that the bells, in 1535, had these legends, wliioh are here given aa 
he prints them, though some are manifeatlj faulty. The source of his information 
cannot be found, (i) Laudato pueri Domini [Ps. ciii, i, vulg.]; (i) CogetomnoB ante 
Ihronum [line 9 of Diei iroe] ; (3 ) Koquiem oternum dona ei Bomine ; (4) Pares 
Domine, parce populo tuo ; (5) Exaltabant sancti in gloria; (6) Ut intoreeden(« 
beato Petrae Martyrs tuo [ (7) Ut onus orones Qoioanj ovile noB Pastor regat. 

Ometi were the small vessels used for the water and wine iu the Euchariatic offioe. 
They were also the vessels in which the conseoratad oil was put. The oil waa of three 
kinds: for baptisms i for confirmation ; for the visitation of the sick. 

The CAriflnafory wBsabox, aometimes of silver, containiug the vessels (cruets) whioh 
hold the oonsecTBted oils. One of thorn is depicted in Dr. Lee's Qloaarg, p. 84. 

The Taaicle or Tunic was the vestment of the Bubdeacon. It was shorter than the 
alb, and had tight short sleeves. It was derived from Dalmstia. " At certain solemn 
Beaaona, the Sarum Rite directed the thurifocs, candle-bearers, and singing clorks to 
be Tested in tunics i for instance, at the Eucharist on KesnrrectJoii Sunday, and dur- 
ing the solemn procession on the feast of Corpus Christi. Our present ruhrio 
regarding the 'ornaments of the minister' relegates us to that which directs the 
gospeller and epistolei" ' to have upon them the vestures appointed for their ministry, 
that is to say, albs with tuniclea,' innumerable Bpeciroens of which can be seen on 
anoisnt monuments and memorial brasses" (Dr. Lee's Glossary, p. idE)i but the 
use and aiperiance of 30a jearB has modiHed this direction. 

The Vail formed the curtains which were auapended before the altar, rood, or 
tabernacle. 

" The Bigh Altar waa bo called as it was the Altar peculiarly set apart foi' High 
Ubbs. It stood at the upper end of the Chanael, where now our Communion Table 
•tands. Tlio High Altar {as it was the most eminent, or principal. Altar in the 
whole Church) was ascended to by aovoral eteps ; which other altar? seldom were. 
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It was ol^o much finer adorned. The oCbcr Altars geucrally were 

in Furisb Cburehes. Each of them nsa dedicated to some pnrtJcaUr Sniiit, and had 

his or bar Imago set up, on or above, it" (Peek's Detid. Curiata, Ub. Ti, No. ai,p. 37, 

ti. .,3.). 

Tha Clapper) o/belU were of iron 1 and upon the dismanthng of the bells they ware 
gepsrtited from the bell-metal. In IJ50 Sir Artbnr Cbsmpecnoun and John 
Cbicbeater, Esq., received a grant of all the clappers of the bells, with (he flttingg, in 
the counties of Devon and Cornwall, and in tbe city of Eieter (Ellacomhc'a Btllt of 
the Chureh, flddtl. app., p. 371). 

The Canopy of bma wus a hood or tabernacle suspended over the altar, under the 
thadow of which tbe vessel containing the Hoat was BuspendeiL Richard Wilbraham 
of Woodhey, in tbe county of Cbester, Esq., who was master of the jewel-house under 
Queen Mary, by hia will, 1^ July, 1558, bequeathed money for " one canape for j' 
Sacramet ov' y' alter to be hanged in" (Willi, rol. i, p. 85). 

At Bradshaw chapel, near Bolton, there is a pre-refonnation bell containing the 
inscription X i-"" Mixu astiA iffela (aic).

Willit Sothaell, rioar of Dean, mas instituted 10 Fobruarj, i J41-J {Ptmope MSS., 
zvi, 19) ; and he paid hia fii^t-fruita on it June, IJ41 ; Ilia inatiCution is noted hy 
GaatPBll, Noi. Ceat, Tol. ii, p. jB j and cf. note 3. He attended Biabop Birde'a 
TiaitBtion, circa 1547, hia companions beiug Dtia Jacobus Uthewjtt, Dna Adam 
Bobjnson, Dns Bicliiis buUogb, Due Jacobus iBdge, Dua Jacobus Deveaa, Bus Biobua 
Olerke, aciongst whom were the en rates of the chapelrica (Ficcope MSS., i, IJ2). At 
the fdme of this inventor; Bothwall iraa cue of the king's cbapl^na, hia sermons in 
London and Lancashire baring obtained for him that honour. The martjr, George 
Harsh, was bom at Dean, and was bred a gooA scholar in some local Orammsr School, 
which was certainlj not BolWn. After liring in the honest condition of a farmer, 
■Qd after losing bis wife, he went to Cambridge (Fuller Worlhiea, % Lane, p. loE); 
and aftcmarda acted as curate to Laurence Saunders and William Bothwell. He 
waa burnt at Chester, 14 April, 1J55 (Ath. Cantab., vol. i, p. 116). 

The Ticaraso of Dean, annexed as we hare aeen to Eoclee |p. ii), does not occur 
in the Valor of 1J34-5. But an inquisition was taken, iG June 1546, at Losboek- 
tnore, b; John Atberton, Adam HUton, and Wm. Hilton, Eaqs., to enquire about its 
value; and the return ia appended to the Lancashire portion of the Valor (lol. t, 
p. 134). In the same record, another returD of the ralne waa inaerted, dated 
Mlchaelmaa, 1549 (Hid), 

In 1693 there were nine wardens {Ifoi. Cat,, toI. ii, p. 39). 

Man; of these ^iecei qfliaea, used about the sepulchre, bad a connection with the 
Easter Bacrifice. "There were many pieces of ridiculous pageantry also used in it 
(sacrifice of Jebcb Cbhibt), as the laying tba host in the sepulchre Ihey made for 
Christ on Good Friday ; and that not only the candles that were to burn at the 
Easter celebratiou, hut the very fire that was to kindle them, was parficularly con- 
aecrated on Easter Eve " (Burnet, £i3t. Scf., toI. i, p. 336). 

Skip of brail waa a veaael in a pointed oval shape, in which was kept the incense. 
The latter waa taken out with a apoon and thrown on the burning charcoal in tho 
censer. At tho baptism of a child of tho Marquis of' Bawden, at the Royal cbapei, 
Westminster, 30 Sept. Ij6i, there was, amongst other rich ornaments of the com- 
munion table, "a ship or ark garnished with stones" (Lelond'e Colleclanea, ii, (191). 

Misappropriation of the property of Dean church had, it appears, been begun by 
those who were iu reapectable positions, members of the families of Uetan, Hulton, and 
Browne, being implicated. 

The Heton or (as afterwards written) Hejton family of Heton Hall, near Loatock, 
in the parish of Deao, two and a kalf miles from Bolton, entered their pedigree at 
Flower'a TisitatioQ in 1567 (p. 119). In eiplanation of the conduct of Lambert 
Hoyton, Gentleman, in regard to some of the property which eamo under the notice 
of the Commiasioners, it may be that there was, or had been, a chapel in the hall, the 
reaidenco of this ancient family for many generationa. To the Heton family belonged 
Bibhop Martin Hclon, S.D. (of Ely, 1599-1609), being the son of George Heton, 
oaee Chamberlain of London (Alh. Oxon., vol. ii, S47-S), and being that "proud 
prelate " whom Queen Elizabeth, on a well-known occasion, blasphemously threatened 
to unfrock. Tlie Lnncuahire origin of thia prelate is referred to on 
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Ely. The following terj interesting deed, temp. 1460-1, (rom the originiJ pnrcliment 
in the collection of T. Weld-Blundell, Esq., aupplies BOme partioulare of the family. 
It is endorsed; "A certificate wherebj it appears that a corodj was belonging to the 
lords of Heton out of the Hon»e of Maddcreoj, and that Ihi' heirs of the <anie were 
soma time Patrons of the Church of Bolton." "Ilocestteatiinoniii da Mathertay" "or 
MaderosBj." 'I'his place, called in Dugdale's ifonatlieon (ed. Ellia, toI. it, pp. i44-j> 
Markje or Marige, in the J'aler EccUtiatticiu (vol. t, p. 237) Marrjke, in Qas- 
trell (vol. ii, p. 9) Marresiej, in Balnea (new ad,, Tol. i, p. SJ3) MoiTosaej, hut now 
called Marriok-on-the -Swale, is aii mileB from Riebmond, Yoriahire. llie preaent 
chureb is od the site of the Benedictine Nimner;, founded in 1165 by Boger de 
Aske, which is tlie house referred to in the deed,

This"Kyrke of Bollon" was not Bolton -on -the- Swale, near Marrick (aa ia anp- 
posed, Not. Cat,, toI. ii, p. 9). but Bolton -le -Moors, to the vicarflgB of which tJie 
Prior and Convent of Marrick preaenl«d James Bolton {aniea, p. 14) about 151J 
(JJiicSy ianc, Beposiliom, vol. i, E 7, Jj Hen, Till), They had also preienlBd 
■ there Syles or Egidiua Leyvor, who was vicar 10 August 14S6, when he made a grant 
lo Katharine Heton, daughter of William Heton, Esq. ( Weld-Bhtndxll Deedt). 

Tbe three small eeals to this deed are broken. The name Lambert wu perpetuated 
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inthefamUy. On i4Maroh,3i Hen. TllX. (1340), Will' HBrtoo, filio* et heres Riol 
Hejton, defuncti, sells to L&bto Hejton a messuage in Hetoti (_lHee-Bluiidell Deeds). 
In tlioEicliBquor Records there is a decision, 13 February, 34 Henry VIII (1541-3), 
by which Miles Gerrerd was to have the tithes of Heytoii [Heaton], in the pariah of 
Eccles, of which tho following b an abstract : Myles Oerrerd ti. Hiuhard Haytou, Van 
[Wm. ?] HajtoD, Richard Mores, Robert Wjlson, James Mores. Thomas Fogg, Lara- 
betC Heytou and otliers, concemisg the tithes of the grain and com of the township 
of HejtOD, in the parish of Eccles, co. Laacaster, sometime belonging to the late 
attainted Abbey of Whalley, now come to the king by reason of the late abbot's 
attainder. The bing, being seized, by reason of the said attainder, of the parsonage 
of Eccles whereof tho said tithes are parcel, granted by letters patent the said 
psreonage and oU cbapeU and tithes bclongiog thereto unto John Temie, for term 
of years yet enduring, at a certain rent, who granted them to Sir Richard Breretoo, 
Ent., who granted the tithes of EeytoQ to the complainant. Forasmuch as the 
said defendants confess to have taken away the tithes of Ilcyton, in the 32nd year 
of the king's reign, as the right of William Heyton, whereas the Bald William had no 
right thereto except as farmer of the said tithes unto the ahboti of the late monastery) 
the Court order the defendants tO' pay complainant six marks as damages and coats ; 
also that the tithes collected within the last two years at the Court's order by Andrew 
Bartcin and Ralph Assheton, ba delivered to complaiuant, and that complainant 
reeeiTB for the remainder of his tlTm the said tithes (Appendix to xxxth Report Dep. 
Keeper FuhUa Eecords, p. 175). In 16 Elizabeth, 1573-4, Badiia Heyton da 
Bircheley releasee the manor of Heytoii to Christopher Anderton do Lostocb. This 
document mentions Will' Heyton oira et meroator scissor, of London (Cf. Not. Cetl., 
vol. ii, pp. 39-40 ; Gibson's Lydiate Mall, pp. io, 54). 

In the Tiflitation of the diocese "by the Commissioners General of the Archbiahoprio 
ii 'J59i i' ""S presented, that iTohn Heton of Deaiiechurch was in danger of losing 
of hii house and goods for taking away of a mass-book from tbe curate (of Dean] 
Bithen the Queen's Majesty's proceedings. All the books were burned (Stale Papert, 
Bom. mil., Toh I, pp. 1S6 seq). 

The Hospital of the Saroy in London, which derived part of its cerenuea from tho 
lands of the Lancashire Chantries (see Introduction), was, in the year 1640, in 
possession of a rent-charge in Rumworth, a hamlet two miles south-west of Bolton, 
in the parish of Dean. The following interesting receipt (the signature in auto- 
graph) is in the oolleotion of T. Weld-Blundell, Esq. : 

" Savoy, May j" 7: 1640. 

Received the day & year aboue written of Christoplier Anderton Esq., 
y' sum of three pounds six shill' eight pence for one half years rent or J \{ g j.

W: Balcanquall M' of the Savoy." 

This "learned Scot" was aduoated at the University of Edinburgh (A.M. 1609) with 
two of bis brothers ; but ha was afterwards incorporated both of Cambridge and 
Oxford. Having become chaplain to James I, he was appointed master of the 
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Saroj, Dooember, 1617 ; but hs is belter tiioiTU lu the repceaentalire of the Scotch 
Church at the Synod of Dort, ifii8. On the death of OliTor Cnrter in i6oj, bo hm 
elected Fellow of the college of Manohpster, und was the oontempomry of Thomai 
Cogan, the Bcboolmaater of Mnncliejter, and Dr. John While, the controrersisl riisr 
of Ecclea, wbo was elected a Fellow of Maacheeter in 1G06. He appeire to hare 
nwigned the fellowship before 1635 ; and bo wai omitted in tbonaw charter. Warden 
Murraj, his cotmtrjnian, was deprived i and both clergjinen were non-reiident. In 
1614 Baloanqiml was made-Desn of Roohester; in 1639 Dean of Durham ; hut ho 
lost pji hie prcfermentB in tbeciTil war, djing at Chirk Castle on Cliriatmas Daj, 1*45. 
His eerujons are excellent in etjle and matter (HoUin worth's MS.; Sibhert-JTare. 
Tol. i, pp. 1 J5, 151 J Fasti Oxan., Tot. i, 3S4 ; and Canon Baines's Lane. MSS.). 

SoKghtott. As Ibe result of the commisaion, Pirlccr colleo(«d from this chapol a 
parocl-gilt chalice estimated to contain 6^ oc of gilver iLanc. Chanl., p. 16S}. Tbe 
chapel was boaght from the king at 1 j». ^d. (Ibul. p. 2^^), or else ioi. (p. 278); and 
the Boodstock, valued at 71, id. (p. 17 i), ma; have been taken from this place. 

Sorieieh. The Commiaiioner t«ok awaj two bells, weighing two-hundred weight 

and a half, from the parish, the ralue of which (at 151. per bundrcd-woight) was 
37 «. 6d. (Lane, Cinn(., p. 17]). The ornaments of the chapel were sold for j*. {Hid, 
p, 176). In 1565 the Commissioners for removing enperstitious oraamentB, told 
Bishop Downham of Chester that thej had taken from the chapel "vestment, alho, 
altar cloth, corporasse, and other idolatrous gear" (Gsstrell's yot. Ceil., vol, ii, p, 41).

Sir Raafe JforiUr (or ForeBter) was named in Henrj VIII's return aa incumbent 
of the Cbantr; of St. Katherln the Tirgia in Slackrod Church, having been appointed 
I October, 1J43 [Lane. Chant., pp. I2i, 128-9). Cf. | Bolloo, p. 14. 
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Thomas Gerrard, 4 Edirard TI., brought an ncttoii against Salpli Foster dorli, 
ohsntrj prieet, and Soth FoatCT, in reference to tlie title to tlie obantrj liouao, landa, 
Bud woods (Dacig Lane, Cat, to Fleadinga, vol. J, p. ijS). 

In 1673 there was only one warden {Xbf. Ceit., toI. ii, p. 16). Sitlrae and Vaata 
were probabl; tlie wnrdons of Blaclirod. Id IJ13-4 Hugh Hulme, priest, iitid a 
chantry in this church by the nomination of the heirs of Jamos Haryngton, having 
then been incumbent thirtj-sii jenra [Duchy Zaac, Depoiitiom, Tol, i, E 7), Tbe 
name Hulme does not occur amongst the male inhabitants of tho parish in 1641; but 
there were than of the family of Vauae, Ealph, Alexander, tiaurenoe, and John. The 
latter were descendants or the imnisdiBta connections of Laxtrenee Faux, who, accord- 
ing to il Wood (Alhen. Oxon, vol. i, 3S4), was born near BlaotrodB, and who, at the 
dute of the present inveulor;, nas one of the curates of the Pariah Church of 
Mancheater. Hii ordination aa PreBbjtor about 1541 is in the records of Chester, 
being ordained on the titlo of Mr. John TTrmaton de Legh, armigec {Ficcupe MSS., 
X, lo). He became narden of the College in Mary's reign, but was deprived upon 
the accession of Elisabeth. An account of him ia given in Zone. Chant., p. 19; 
Zifaio. Liaitfnancg, p. 26; Lgdiate Moll. pp. 1B6 acq. On the viaitatioQ of the 
ProTinCQ of York in 1559 the Commissiouora-General at Ifanehester, 19 October, 
summoned the warden before them ; but one Stephen Becke appeared on his be- 
half and said that he had set out for London. Vaui seems neit to have gone to 
Ireland, where ho was robbed. In 1561 hie name, as lato warden of Manchester, 
occura in a schedule (signed by Orindal Bishop of London, Coi Bishop of Ely, 
Downham Bishop ot Chester, and others) containing lists of recusants at large. His 
phico of abode was then rcatricted to the county of Worcester. At the eame time, 
Richard Hart, late curate of Manchester, was confined to the counties of Kent and 
SulTolk. Aa to the charactera of these persons the schedule states: "These two 
are tbonght to behave themselves very seditiously, and contrary to their recogni- 
sances lurk iu Lancashire, and are thought to bo maintaioed there by Earla and 
gentlemen of that County" {Slate Papers, Eliiabctb, voL li. No. 45). Taui finally 
settled in LouTsine. In the year i J70 (i 1 Elizabeth) a special commission was issued 
to enquire after the Warden's poaaessiona, and those of (Cardinal) William Allen 
(formerly of Oxford, M.A.), both of them, at that time, being fugitives beyond the 
BBSS, though they had in the preceding few years been in England for about three 
years, bebg found in Laneaahire about Februaiy, 1567-8. The Commissiouers 
returned the following report (Record Office, Ko. 1 214) :

In ij8o Vaoi beeame sub-prior of the Canoaa Regular of 8. Martin in Louraia. 
At that period Dr. Allen wrote to him, at tbe Pope's inatanoe, urging him to repair 
to the " foraaken Tinajard " of England. Sereral details of Yaui'a intercourae nith 
Soman Catbolica at LouTain and Douay arc to be derired, with exact dates, from Dr. 
Knoi'fl Douay IHariei, just published (pp. 10, 117, 168, 261). From these entries wa 
gather that Taui waa aent into England On the md August 15SS. Tbere ia an 
account of his journey, towarcla his "appointed country," in the Chroaicon 
Martiniamiia, toI. i, p. i-jo (sea alio T?te Sambler for December 1B57), in a letter, 
dated 20th October 1580, addreaaed to the Prior of S. Martin'a, Louiain. In thia 
narrative of his "adTersitiea and tribulation a " he says, that on the ist Auguat he aet 
out from Bheiraa. After eight days he, with, two companions, reached Boulogne, whore 
four days wore loat in waiting for a fair wind. A passage of four hours brought them 
to Dover. "When we had entered an Inn there, the Mayor with some gentlemen 
came to ask us who and what wa -were." The IraTellers' baggage waa searched, but 
nothing unlawful waa found. The mayor accordingly pledged them "to an excellent 
glass of wine," and left tbem free to pursue tbeir journey. On reaching Boehester, 
however, they found thomselTca betrayed by a Frenchman who had come in their 
company from Boutogne, and who had pretended that he did not understand English . 
They were put into the ciiatodj of the Governonr of Kent, who treated them hooour- 
ably and wrote faTourably of them to the Queen's OounciL Fire days afterwards the 
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3 Bent to OB »itli sixty interrogatoriea," 
mnd answers wero tnken, Vaui refusing to gire rejilies to theological aueirers, becauBo 
his queationer wns a layman. In the State Papers ( Vom. Ser., Elizabeth, voL oliT, 
Ho. iS) ie a dooument aontniniiig iat^rrogatocies "to be misiabered to Law, Taws" 
uid Mr. Tiolicborne, to which the date " IJS3 7" ig giien in the prititeil caleodar 
(p. 145), but wliich almost certaioly refors to this eiomination in Kent, These 
questions are as follows: " i. Imprimis of what age. arte, condicon orealhng he [Vaui] 
i>, where he was borne, how louge he dwelte there, and where the place was of his 
aboode in Ebglande? 2, Itemhowe longe 19 it sithence be went oicrSoa, and whether 
ha hatha bon in England since he went OTcr first, and in whose corapanie he was ?

About a week later — to continue Vaui's lott-er — the priaooors were taken bofbra 
the Bisbop of London (Dr. Aylmer) who put the same theological questions to Taux. 
" Ailer throe hours spent in talking, because I would not agree with him ha committed 
US to prison in Weatminater Close." The historic glories of the Abbey infected the 
prisoner, who tells his foreign correspondent : " There is here a beautiful monastery 
lient foundation and construction, endowed with vast revenues by moat generous 
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kings. The glorioiu chuicli, vith atlier lair buildings af lievQ stone, still rsnuiins in 
its priatJDe beautj ; but the abbot Bod ha monks are changed into a Dean and secular 
Cnnona and singing men. Dirine Serrice is celebrated erorj dnj after their niatioer 
JD the snid ehurch : I can hear tlia siDgiug and organ in mj cell." Hia associates in 
the close n-cro no small number of prisoners — nobles, priests, women, gentlemen, and 
lay-people — "all shut up for the Catholic faith." Thej fared well; and "nothing 
is heard amongst us but nbat is Catholic, pious, and holj." He closes his epistle 
with the remart that the Jesuits were proipering, and that they were hoping for 
better things at last. But more strict treatment was in store for Vaui, whose 
Caleskitin had been circulated prottv widely. From the Gate-hoiise prison, West- 
minster, be was remoTed to the Clink in Southwark:. While here ho addressed, in 
1583, to Mr. Ooppago of Manchester, then Follow of the College {of. p. 6 aaled, and 
WiUa, vol. u, p. ij i«), a letteT which, sent by a carrier in Hulme, fell into the 
hands of the Qovemmcnt, no doubt to Mr. Coppage's discomfort. The letter shoHS 
that the former associates of the old Warden were not forgetful of him in his 
misfortunes; and it supplies somo interesting memories of bye-gone days. 

" Good Mr. Coppago after my tarty com'endaoons I have recojTed yo' gentill letter 
w''' A payre of gloves by this hairer for the whicha I thanke you most hartely blessed 
be god for yo' more libertie I am glade that y° have sett vppe A colledgo of prestea 
[i.e., Christ's College, so called on the renewal of the Foundation Charter in 1578] I

Yaux died in 1585 ; and the statement in Athena Oxon., yoI. i, 385, that he died 
of cold and hunger in the Gate-house in 1570 or 157 1, is incorrect. In the Bodleian 
is an 8vo edition of his Catechisme, or a Christian Doctrine, necessarie for Children 
4* ignorant people, printed at Antwerp in 1574. A copy of the edition mentioned 
in his letter to Coppage got into Deyonshire: "Dec. 26, 1583. Confession of 
Alexander Barry taken before Sir Richard G-reynyile and Barnard Drake touching a 
popish book or catechism set forth by one named Lawrance Yaux belonging to 
William Edmonds servant of Mr. Chapell and used by him in the church of G-reat 
Torrington*' (State Papers, Dom. Elizabeth, vol. clxiv, p. 140). 

Shepherd family. By the return of 1547, the wife of Johan Shepherd was said to 
have held one tenement in Blackrode belonging to the chantry of S. Katherine the 
Yirgin, in this church, at a rental of 22^. %d.i and John and George Shepherde held 
another tenement there, at a rental of 23*. lod, {Chant., p. 129). In 3 Henry YIII. 
there was an action in which Jenet Sheppard, late wife of Richard Sheppard, was 
defendant {Cal, to Pleadings, vol. ii, p. 19). A descendant of this family is found in 
" Thurstan Shepherd, and Roger his son," who, with a James Shepheard, appears on 
a roll of inhabitants in 1642. 

A Henry RodgeJcynson was defendant, 4 Elizabeth, in a dispute concerning lands 
in this parish {Cal. to Pleadings, vol. ii, p. 227 j and cf. vol. iii, p. 115). 

The Ornaments of the chapel were sold for 8«. ^d. {Chant., ^. 276). Two bells 
were put in the valuation list of Parker, the collector for the Commissioners, 
yalued at 4Z. i^s. 6d., and weighing 6^ cwt.; and they were actually taken away (p. 
274).

Jtnuf WhUHt was in 
1548 holding a tenement in the " town " of RiTingtoii, pari uf the endowment of 
the chantry of 9. Nicholas, in Slaudish Ohurch. On Ma; 13, t%M, being parhapi 
atill a yeoman, he was, in Queen Elizabeth'a Patent for the Grammar School of Rl*iiig> 
ton, named aa one of the Grat goremora, ho being one of "the man dlanrcel and 
more bonester" iubabitants of the parish (Tebaj'a StiiluUt of Sivlii,gloH Snhoot, 
Preston, 1864, p. ii i cf. p. 58). John Oreen- woa a gOTernor of the aebool, aa 
appears by the same potent (of. The Stalvttt, p. 811 «oa Cal. Dnekg PltaiHnst, 
Tol. iii. pp. 115. '57. 49^)-

Fixes of bran. The Pi/x waa tho boi or cup holding the consecrated wafor, made 
of iTory, silver or other metal. It was auapendad over the altar enreloped iu a thin 
coTcriiig. The word waa also applied to tho Teasel in which the altar breads were kept, 
One of the Ordinances of War of Eanrj VIII., ia 1513, forbad tho touoliing oUher of 
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"the Eol; Sgicramciit of Oodile'a bod;, or the box, or the jesael which the sams u in, 
upon pajDB to be drawen and hanged therefore." Tliis pcraltj for touching the 
pjiia referred to in Sears ^-, act iii, 9c. ri, 11. 42, 47 (Zoaelet/ MSS.,p. 110). So 
the common editions, but the Ocmbridge edition reads Pax, 

Pax, or PoJT-ioarif, here oorruptfid to Faxe-brydB (eleenhBre Piii'brede) iraB a 
Bmidl oval-shaped piece of wood or metal, with a handle. Upon it wna engrayed 
generallj aoma Christian Bjmhol.

The words are accurately discriminated in the nbore inventory ; and 
tbay are pat in closer contradiatinction in the inyontorj made I7tli October 1551 of 
the church goods of the parish of Mary Maudelen, in Burmse; (Bermondse;), where 
are aet down " ij lattyn pjxsjs and ij paxays of Copper " [Loteley MSS., p. 16S). 

The ioo!c> at this chapel are noticeable when it ia remembered how few are inren- 
toried in theae Ijancaahirs documents. 

A bible of the largest tolumo was directed to be prorided in pariah churches by 
the second of Lord Cromwell'a injunctions, Ii37- By 35 Henry VIIl. a penalty was 
enforced (Fhillimore's Hcclea. Law, vol. i, p. 91G). It was also one of the injunctions 
of I Edward YI. that within three months after the first Tisitation of the Comrois- 
aionera the bible of the larger Tolume, in English, and within twelre months Eratmut 
his Paraphraae on the Gospels, be provided and conveniently placed in the oharch for 
people to read therein. All Bcdeaiastical persona under tha decree of S.D. were to 
provide these books for their own use within three mouths (Fuller's Church Hiatorg, 
bk. vii., cent, ivi, 1 j, pp. 37^-1}- 

Lectern. This reading desk would seem in this caie to be of wood, and portable. But 
they were often of brass, and " on the wings of eagles " ; and in the larger churches 
the gospel and epiatle were read from them. 

Sells, when set a-ringing for the dying, were calied passing bells. In mediaival 
times and later they were peculiar to England, Queen Elizabeth, by her Advertise- 
ment of 1564, enjoyned that when any christian body ia pasaing [i.e., dyiug], tliat 
the bells be lulled . . . . ; and after the time of hia paaaing, to ring no mors than one 
abort peal 1 and one before the huiial, and another short peal after the burial." It 
was repeated in the Canona of 1603. Bella that seroed the parii/t/or eoi-tes were the 
hand-bells, which are still rung at Oxford iu front of funeral processions of members 
of the university. Theae hand-bells are still commonly used on the continent as a 
signal for clearing the way, and to call forth tha prayers of the passers-by. At 
Congloton, on the eve of the parisli wake, held from the time of Edward I. On the 
day of S. Peter ad Yincuta, a man in whose family from time immemorial three belts 
have been preserved, walks througli the streets slioJiing the belts covered with bells, 
and this is called " Binging the chains" of St. Feter. (VVolcott'a Saored Archaalogy, 
p. 69.)

Neulj all the earl; rectors of Presiwioh, of which Canon Bainea hu Tarj perfeot 
lists from the Kegistera at LichQeld, were members of tbo familj of Laxgltg of Age- 
oroft, to whiah stock tte ohnrchwarden Chtistophsc may harB belonged. In the 
poasOBsion of T. WeM-Blundell, Esq., of Iiice-Blundell, is a Letter of Attornay, dfltad 
apud AtliertOQ 16 September, 14 Henry VI. (i4Jj), from Robert do Louglej, Armig', 
Thurstanns de Louglej, rector Scclie do Frestirich, and RonulpboB Sm;tb, oappe!- 
lantiB, empowering Thurstanii PersjTell, capellanii to give seiiin to William de 
Atherton of the manors of Athorton and Lostok-juita-Horwicb. This Tburstan 
has, heretofore, been omitted Irom the roll of rectors. Mr. Piecope, MSS., i, 76, 
notes bis name (j Henry V.) in Sari. MS., So. 11 11, fo. 136- 

The beat aocouDt of Witlta/a Langlei/y M.A., who bad become rector, ii May 'SS^t 
JB to be found in the Gfth volume of the ChelAaia MiscellanUs, pp. 17 isq. He paid 
Mb first-fruits for his rectory on 8 Jane that year. The aBsistant-curales answered 
viaitatiou-calls of Bishop Birdo'a, circa 1547, and other perioda (Piecope MSB., x, 
95, 151, 1S2), In October 1J59 it was preecoted to the Queen's Commissioner!- 
Qeneral for the Froiiucs of York, that the parson (Dns Will'mus Longleye rector, who 
Bubieribed to the Ariicie* of Religion) was not resident, neither diatrihuted anything to 
the poor {Dom. State Faperi, Elizabeth, toI. i, pp. iSS, 391). Sir William Langley 
waa engaged in much litigation. As Parson of Prestwiche Church he brought an 
action against Thomas Crompton and others, in the reign of Philip and Mary, for 
non-payment of Eeuta in arrcar for parsonage hinda and tenements, and detention of 
title deeds [Cat. to Pleading', Duchg Lave, lol, i, p. 300) ; another, 4 and 5 Philip 
and Mary, against Sir Robert Langley, Knt., and Ralph Jacson and others (vol. i, 
p. iS6), which concerned the title to a tithe-bam called Crompton or Colleshawo 
Bam, and tlierein of the Dean Houae, being the Parson's house of Preatwich (toI. ii, 
p. 171)1 »gain, J Elizabeth (tol. ii, p. 245); and he waa dafeudant in other cases 
(toI. ii, p. 143; Tol. iii, p. 79), the latter concerning a mesauago end land called 
PopoathomB. 

PrealiBich, about the year 1563, had 3000 communieanta, and the preacher (the 
rector was the same Wm. Langlej abore named) ie said to bare been painful {Dotn. 
Ser., Elizabeth. toI. mi. No. 47). John Lum of 9owerhy, Torkahire, paid, temp. 
Henry Till., the anm of ^d. yearly for lands there belonging to a ehauntr; in the 
church of Preatwich (Sist. and Antiqq. of Halifax, 1775, p. JS7>. 

The number of the wardens has been modified in later years. There were atill six 
in the year 1641-1, Til., G-yles Walworke, Jamas Diggle, Robert ChethDrton, Peetor 
Walter, Robert Barlowe, George Allane (cf. Booker's Pi-eatwieh, p. 131); iind tbers 
were aii in QaatrcU's time (Not. Cest., to!, ii, p. 109). Tha SchoUs family waa rery 
prolifio. In the middle of the SBTcnteanth century thflre were probably only one or 
two Sennion familiea, who ware resident in Whitfield or Unsworth. At the same 
time there was a SFroe family living in Iloaton Tomnahip. There are still numbers 
of Pcholeses, Barlowa, and Kenyona, and until very recently the name of Wroe was 
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any former eiisting inventory. No

It does Dot appear who waa tlie curate of Oldham at this datfli but the peculiar 
relation of tho puisli to its mother i-burcb, Prestwicli, may accouiit'for tbe omiuion. 
From the Fleeops MSS, wfl gather that Dub Thorana Sheroci ap' Oidom waa curate, 
circa i5j4,lieiogpaid.by William Longleje, the rector of Preatwich. la 35 Henry VIII. 
EUce Wetacre and others were plaintiffs in a cbbo in which Sir Tbomae Sherrok, 
prieat, and others were defendants oonccrnmg a diaputod claim to legacy goods and 
ohatteU in Foi Denton (Cat. to J>leadmg>, vol. i, p. 177). At a yisitation, eirca 
Ij47, there appeared with Sherouk Dna laurecius ball, Dns NicbQa Cowper, and 
Dna Edmundna hall ; and all but Edmund Hall appeared at the Tisitation in Warden 
Tbux'b time (i, 95, 151, i Si). Laareaee Sail, who left hia sertioe, was priest at Shaw 
chapel. Sir Boger Wrigley, who waa curate of Prestwich from 1^34. and onwards, 
waa appointed to Oldham in 9 Elizabeth (Cheiter Seg.; Piecope MSS.,i<\,ii); and 
7 Beoember, S Elizabeth, he was eieeutor, truatee, and an intimate friend of Itohert 
Wroo of Prestwich, Teomon, and Ehiiboth hia wife. The grandparents of Hum- 
phrey Cbctham, the founder, and Mr. John Wrigley, being an OTeraeer of the will, 
along with Sir Eogor Wrigley, pi-icst, they were probably relatione of the Wroca 
(ioBD. MSS., toL iiTii, p. 334). At a YiBitation of the ProvinCB of York, held 
in Oetoher >J59, it wai preaented that tho paraon of Oldham kept no hospitality 
(Uotn, State Faperi, Elizabeth, rot. i, p. 194). 

A parcel-gilt chalice, of silver, weighing 6 ot., waa given up to the Commiaaionera 
(CAant; p. 370). Three largo belli and a sanotua bell, weighing S cwt., and of the 
Tslua of 6^, were put into the account of the collector (Hid, pp. 159, 174), for which 
he claimed allooance, as he coidd not get passcaaion of them (p. 1 j6). Id the new 
enquiry which was instituted the churchwardens were summoned to cipiain; but 
though they "hayde sulfyoieut wurnynge and knowledge to ba before ui at Wballey " 
on 7 April IJ54, Ihey made default (p. 162). The o&lleetor ia. therefore, said to owe 
the amount (p. iSi) becauao the bell waa not yet certiHed at the date of aettlement. 
Tbe final oommiasiou of ecquiry about these belle, addressed by the Siag and Queen 
(i and 1 Pbilip and Mary) on bebklf of Farker, to Edmund Aashoton and othera, is 
giTBD in ab«traot in tbe Svciy Calmtdar, vol. ii, p. 163.

Biciard Smilh teas inatiliil^d Kcctor ii October, 1507, and died two or three 
Jean after the date of the present inrentarj (Bsines, toI. i, p. 517), sflor baving 
built s ohapel in tbe north aisle of his chnrch {Nat. Ceil., toI. ii., p. 19) ; bat in 
15 Henry VIII. (1J13) Thoaia* Boteler, Esq'., the ting's commissioner for Lancsibiro 
and Obesbire, made a return to Sir Tboroos More, Cliancellar of the Duchy of Lan- 
caster, and to llie king's council, that Richard Smith, Gierke, was parson of the 
church of Bur; by tbe nomination of the Earl of Derby; tbaC the parsonage was 
worth il marks ; and that tlic said Rii^liard bad been incnmbent by the epaCD of 
n" jears (lol. i, R 7 j Ca!.. vol. ii, p. 19). In iS Henry Till. Ed. Smyth, Clerk, 
paraon of Bury ebnrch, proceeded against John Greuobagbe and others for assault 
and disturbance of cbarch serTice (vol. ii, S S ; Cal., lol. i, p. i]i}. Smith's name 
occurs in tbeFaforSccfenotiiciu, 36 Henry VOL, Tol.v,p. 116. In 27 Henry Till. 
i'SiS-^) he was LL.B.,aiid tbe Pope's pardona r in Lancasbire (ionc. Cianl.,-p. iij,) 
He appears in actions in the Duchy Court 19 and 33 Henry Till.) Cal., toI, i, pp. 
ij8, 165-6). He answered a Tiiitatjon call (eirca 1547), atxhicb time his assistants, 
or caratsB of the cImpeU, were Dus Williis Man ball, curatus, and Dna Hiah'ua batters- 
bye (of, Piccope MSS.,i,gs, 150; ivi, 18-9). As to aicbardJones, his SQCcessor, 
instituted on the 15 January, i and 1 Philip and Mary, it was presented in IJJ9 to 
Queen Elizabeth's CommiaBionerg- General for tbe proTinco of York, that tbe 
Curate doth not read the Oospol, Epistle, Lord's Prayer, and ten commandments, 
according to the proclamation. On the same occasion it was preaeutcd that Thrustan 
RosEron tbe elder and his wife, Thurstan Rosf.om the younger and bis wife, OliTer 
Kabbs and bis wife, John Nelson and his H'ifo, lired incontinently before tbey were 
married, and also were married without any banns asking (Slate Papers, Dont, 
Serial, toI x, p. ziS). About IJ63, tbe preacher, I.e. Jones or his deputy, was 
reported to be painfull; and there were 3000 communicants. 

There were sii wardens in the timeof BisliopGastrell (vol.ii, p. 28),but the quota of 
four stilt prevailed in 1S50, when it was customary foe tbe Rector to nominate a 
warden and sidesman without any parish meeting, the other townships sending in 
three names, out of which the Rector choae two. The surnnmaa of the wardens 
named in the inventory are still well known in the locality. IfiiUaioe is the same as 
Ifntshaw, or Nnttall, and in the latter form it occurs Irequently in a list of Bury 
inhabitants iu 1641-1. In 3 Edward TI. ChriBtopher Nuttowe and Arthur Kay of 
Borj were the Earl of Derby's tenants {Cal. to Pleadings, vol. ii, pp. 101, 116). 
George Nuttongb occurs i Eliiafaeth {Ihid., rol. ii, p. 112), Huttall of Toltingtoa 
entered at Dugdale's Tisitation. In the neit century the family became of influence 
through its connection with trade. The Eotetharna or Rawsthome family was of 
importance during the seiouteenth century, and lived at Eatoufiold hamlet. Thurstan 
was formerly a common Christian name, and it is still of pretty wide use in the north 
of England (Raine's A)-chblahopa of York, vol. i, p. 170). Thurston Rostorne and 
Ralph Huttall occur 19 Kliiabetb (Cal., vol. iii, p. 56). Henry Baweslorne and 
others af TotyngtoD were defendants in a case of forcoablo entry into a tecemenb and 
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Isndl there, 17 Henry VIII. (Cal toI. i, p. 119). Thomas and Wi)li»ni Kay were 
churehwiiriieiis in 1641, Bud belonged to a nuracroua stock. A Roger Kaj «aa con- 
oemed iu a, dispnte with RicLsrd Snijthe, patsun of Bur;e chiircb, nbout tithes 
(Cal. to Plsadixga, vol. i, p. 170). 

The Bridget lived chiefly at tha lower end of Tottingfcn fin. Holcomb). Ihe 
pronunoiBtion of the Bnrj name Sreerflif rpmiuned 10 for over a century. 

The eharch property in tbie impartant pariah was Tcry large. 

Tba hells wure re-cast early in the laet century, and tbe old tower and Bpire wera 
pulled down in 184], Tba nave and rlinncel were re-built by gubBcription, at a coat 
of 30,000?, and conaecrated by the Archbishop of York and Bishop of Manchester, 
md February, 1S76. 

Sotaomi. The goods of this chapel were sold for 3Z. 61, id., and the collector 
received that Bum from the Commiasioners, ist AprQ, 1553 {C'&ant., pp. J71-J). 
Q-astrell says that this chapel and EtonSeld were consecrated in Queen Elizabeth's 
reign. 

FuiCiim, DOW s coaraa kind of twilled cotton stuff, so called from Fustat in Egypt, 
whence tbe cloth was Qrat iotmduced in Europe (Bookart). Fuatiana are noticed by 
Fuller ai one of the manufactures of Lanoashire. He remarks that anciently thej 
were very creditable wearing in England, instancing the knight's gibbon (gepoun) in 
Chaucer's Prologue, I. 75, He enumerates Jen (or Saiony) fustians, Auahurgh 
fustians, and Millalne (Milan) fustians ; all wliich retained their old names iu hia 
day, though they were made by the inhahitsjita of the county, particularly at Bolton 
(Wbrthiei, g Lone, p. 106 ; and cf. ShutlletBorth Accoanls, p. 640). 

Stonfield. The goods of thia chapol were sold for il, (Cianl., p. 173), and the 
parishioners themselves bought the chapp] foe 161. id. (25irf., p. 17;). In 6 Edward VI. 
there was a commission iesaod to Sir Robert Langlej, Ent., and others, to surrey 
chantry lands, &c., iu Lancoaliire j and among other property to bo particularly 
enquired about were improved lauds of the chapel and yard called Eytenfeld chapel 
{Cal. Duchg PleadiHst, vol. ii, p. 119)- 

Beytoood. This inventory supplies an earlier date for this obapel than any jet on 
record in printed books {Not. Ceat., vol.ii, p. 34; Boines' Lane, vol. i, p. J15). 
"Haywood" chapel, mentioned jioa'ea under the Rochdale iurontory along with 
Whitworth ohapel (p. 51), may, however, refer to this chapel.

Tho CommiasiocerB took from the chapel of this hamlet a parccl-gilt chalice of 
Bilrer, weighing 7 oz. (CAofrf,, p. 16B). "Haywood" and Whitworth chapala oame 
into the posseiaion of the respactire inlukbitanta fur the sum of z6j. Sd. {ibid. p. 177 ), 

MilnrojB. Sir Henry Ferror, attended the Visitations of Bishop Birds. He 
oeours at Milnrow in 1535, 1547, 1551, 1557 and 156]. He acama to have been 
married, and the father of Henry Ferror, tc ho is an stteator in Milnrow in 1587, 
and connected with a Halifax famOy, a fine being loiied at Lancashire Assizea, 
7 Auguat, 13 Elizabeth, between Henry ffarrer, Gent., John Farrer of Luddendeo, 
Gent., Cuthbert ScolSeld, Gent., and Wm. AashetOQ, Gent, (query both of Butter- 
worth), and Henry Bamford of Shore in Eochdale and of Halifax, Gent., Before, 
of Lands io Hundersfleld. {La-ac. MSS., rol. ixitII, p. 311.) Of this family vraa 
Biahop ffarror the Martyr. 

The obapel waa bought by tho pariahoQcra at a cost of 13s. 4d. (Ciaat., p. 177). 
The ComniiaBionBrB took away a paTeel-gilt cbalico containing 6 oz. ailver (Tiid, p. 169). 

In 7 Elizabeth Edmond Aahton and Lawrence Buckley, the queen's lessees for 
term of yeara, were plaintiifa in an aotion in which were defendanta, Sir John Byron, 
knt,, Thomas Greve, Adam Bryerley, constable, and other inhabitanta of Butterwarth, 
olaiming by purchase, on the diaeolution of chantries. In this case the landa, tone, 
menta, hBreditauieDts, and a chapel called Millrowe chapel, late belonging to the 
diaaolsed chantry of Butterwortb, were in dispute (Cal. la PL, Tol. ii, p. 301). In 
tho same year Sir John Byron, knt., waa plaintiiFon behalf of himself and hia tenants 
and fannera, the inhabitanta dE hia manor and Inrdship of Butterworthe, against 
Cuthbert Scolfeld and Reynard Heyley, claiming in right of a lease from the queen, 
to Edmund Aahton and Lawrence Buckley, of the land whereon Milerawe chapel 
stood, aa chantry land known by the name of Goaeholme. The matter in diaputo ia 
described as a right of way through lands leading to Millrawe chapel, upon the Waste 
of Butterwortb, the same being a chapel of ease to the pariah church and parsonage 
of Kachcdola, which appertained to his grace the Arohbishop of Canterbury, who 
allowed a stipend of 40(. a year to the minister (Cal. la Pleadings, toI. ii, p. 303).

Tliig ohapel WEis sold to the inlisbitBtite Car the eniu of i]i. id. (Chani.,'p. 277). 
The record of tlio Bale u in eiiiicnce, and taay here be quoted (from Not. Cett., 
vol, ii, p. 133) as an illustration of tlic manQer in which tlicsa transfers were eflected. 
The Indeiituro ia dated S Aiiril, IJ53, five months after the date of the aboro 
InTentary. Bj it Edmund Trafford, Eiq., and Francis Bold, Gent., his Majesty's 
Oommisaioncn!, aoized and took into their posseesion, for the King's use, tlio 
chapel of Littlcbroiigh, and one tiell there, and doliTBreii the siune to the official 
collector, Edward Parker, Gent., who sold them for the king's use for 40J. (0 Robert 
Holt of Stuble;, the younger, Oent., Thomas Hill, Edmund Kershaw, Richard 
Lightollers, Thomna Shore, LauMr.ce Hewall, and all the inhobiWnta hclonging 
thereto, to the intent that diiine aervica might bo (here administered for tha 
easa of the country, being far distaut from the parish church. — Tha above 
named Laurence NewaH, by Lis will, 1 April 15J7, bequeathes 3*. 4rf. "to y" byoing 
of a Ghalis or Teatment to j' Ijtlehrogh Chapel"; addiug, that he owed to the chapel 
Si., and in wagea iid. [Nbl, Cest., toI. ii, p. 133).

A former curate of SaddlenaFtli, Dna Thomaa Uairker, ivbb dedd before 1J47 ; Ml 
aiBOciEiteB, nho were etUl at Saddlenorth in Warden Ynui'a time, being Dm Itobtni 
radcljir and Ddb Richus mercer {Fiocope MSS., i, 151, 133); qj, one as aasiatant 
curate, the other us ohautr; prieal. John S/iawe, or Sliappe, was chaplain of Saddle- 
worth, anno 1539, and reoaiTcd r", from the king's receiver, of the diasolied Abbey 
of Whallej. Miniiters Aoo' in Augm' Office (Lane, MSS., rol. juvii, p. 14). A 
returo of tbe tttluo of the parish church of Badilvrorth, appropriate to the monasterf 
o( WhaJlej, was given as 11 maris in i j Henry Till. (_Cal. to Pleadings, vol. ii, p. 19), 
In iS Ulizabelh the Atterncy Qeneral prosecuted Bobert Farrand, who claimed, from. 
Sir John Byron, knt,, lessee of the Archbishop of Canterbury, commou of paature ou 
lands late parcel of the cliappell of Sodlewortb {Hid., to!, iii, p. 39).

Nothing b known 
of tbe date of theaa old bcllfl. The new ring, aii in number, were cast by T. RudUoU 
of Gloaceater, in 1781. An old man waa lately buried at Saddlenorth who remembera 
the bells being brougbt to tbe church from Weokej ; and a well-known Lanoaahiro 
antiquary, who was curate of Saddleworth in iSiS, buried a line apostolic-looking 
man of eighty-sii who aaid that liia father helped to build the tower of tbe church in 
i;+6. 
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
